Opinions differ with regard to the 
merits of dry-salting vs. brining. Dry- 
salted butter appears to bold more wa 
tor than brined butter, but it is rather 
that the water is not so well incor 
porated In many cases; its color ar 
a rule has a deeper tint. 
In brining 
a coarse salt can be used, two poundf 
to th e -gallon of water at a tem pera 
ture of eight to ten degrees below th* 
original churning temperature;

"grains” are left in this brine for ll 
to 30 minutes, thus insuring a hard 
ening of the granules, which aids ic 
the texture of the finished butter. 
A 
“warm” brine causes the butter tc 
become waterlogged, as it were, ani 
over-salted, whereas too cold a brin* 
chills the butter and has a tendency 
to destroy the color, and frequently 
not enough salt is retained to aid th* 
flavor and preservation. Good grained 
butter, when removed to the "work 
er,” does not require 
much 
manual 
work to get rid of the water. 
If it i* 
allowed to lie piled for a little time, 
it will drain fairly dry, and subse 
quent working will be given, with th* 
object of consolidating the grains tc 
form firm flawless blocks or rollE 
when made up. 
Too much working 
at this stage does not get rid of much 
water, but merely bruises the butter, 
spoiling the graiu 
and 
making 
it 
greasy and smeary throughout. 
Th* 
storing of butter is usually done in 
refrigerators or in the coldest place 
available, but not in any place knowE 
to be damp, or the butter suffer, and 
is likely to become moldy and rancid. 
It may be noted that butter is at it* 
finest as regards color and flavor from 
one to three days 
after 
churning; 
after that time a slow but certain de- 
composition sets in, which results ul­ 
timately in spoiling and rendering u* 
fit for food the finest butter *ve*
